Day, set for September 19. The event marks the first 
two-way transoceanic Amateur Radio contact between French 
station 8AB and American stations 1XAM and 1MO on 
November 27, 1923. 


- The historic contacts ushered in the era of worldwide 
_ shortwave communication. 


IARU Region One broadcast a special program on shortwave 
that traces the early history of shortwave communication and 
the contributions hams have made to the development of 
radio science and the understanding of HF propagation. 


The program will air to North America on September 19 at 
2100 UTC on 15205 kHz.

FCC denies checkpoint systems petition 


The FCC has turned down a bid by Checkpoint Systems, a 
maker of theft deterrent systems for stores, to raise the 
permissible radiated and power-line conducted emission levels 
of its products operating at HF. The Part 15 devices, known 
as electronic article surveillance or EAS systems, are located 
at store entrance and exit gates. The gates include a 
transmitter and receiver that can detect passive electronic 
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tags attached to merchandise and trigger an alarm. 


Last year, Checkpoint asked the FCC to be allowed to 
operate between 1.705 and 30 MHz at a maximum radiated 
emission level of 1000 uV/meter (measured at a distance of 
30 meters), and a maximum conducted emission level of 3000 
uV. Current rules permit a maximum radiated emission level 
of 30 uV/meter (measured at a distance of 30 meters) 
between 1.705 and 30 MHz, or 100 uV per meter between 
1.705 and 10 MHz. The current conducted emission limit for 
such devices operating between 1.705 and 10 MHz is 250 uV. 


In its comments, the ARRL opposed the Checkpoint petition 
arguing that it would result in increased interference to 
amateur HF operation. The League also said Checkpoint 
had not provided any technical analysis of the potential for 
increased interference at the frequencies in question. 


In a decision issued August 5, the FCC went along with the 
League, saying Checkpoint had not provided sufficient 
technical analysis to justify the requested tenfold increase in 
radiated emission limits. The Commission also said that 
Checkpoint had not justified its assertion that its EAS 
systems were in danger of being “drowned out" by other 
sources of radio noise. --FCC 


In Brief 


Hams track down errant marine transmitter: Hams in Florida 
recently helped to track down the source of a signal on 
marine channel 16, the one most often used for emergencies 
and as a calling frequency. DEC Linda Mullen, AD4BL, 
reports that WA4IMC was able to find the offending 
transmitter "through a process of elimination" of reports from 
other amateurs monitoring the 156.80 MHz signal. 
Apparently, a sailboat operator had dropped a bag on his 
marine radio’s mike. The signal remained on the air for 
several hours. "The Coast Guard was in a tizzy," AD4BL 
reports. --thanks to Nils Millergren, WA4NDA

TMSAT commissioning is proceeding, and controllers are 
currently testing the earth imaging system. TMSAT has 5 
cameras on board - a wide angle camera (WAC) similar to 
UO-22, 3 narrow angle cameras with a pixel resolution of 
approximately 100m and image size of 1020x1020 pixels, 
and a video camera (which will be used for taking still 
images). 


Five images have been taken so far. The first was a test 
over India under manual control from Bangkok, and the 
other images have been taken automatically under control 
of the OBC186. The Red Sea was initially since it is 
generally free of cloud which is useful for sensor 
calibration. For the first few images, only the WAC was 
used, and the first set of images using the narrow angle 
cameras (NAC) over Greece was taken on Friday 
1998-14-Aug. Due to the size of the images, it is taking 
some time to download as other housekeeping and 
commissioning functions must also be scheduled. 


Two of the WAC images have been posted to the following 
web address: http://www.ee.surrey.ac.uk/CSER/ 
UOSAT/amateur/tmsat/index.html. 


One is the first image over the Red Sea. This was actually 
under exposed and has been enhanced. The Nile valley 
can clearly be seen as can the Nile delta and the different 
sands in the deserts of Egypt and Saudi Arabia. The 
image is reasonably cloud free, and for a first image is 
quite nice. 


The other image was taken over southern Greece and the 
Mediterranean Sea. The southern tip of Italy can also be 
seen as can Crete and Libya.
